b. Claims 6 - 1 1 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach 
or suggest a method for checking the chassis geometry of a chain-driven or belt-driven 
vehicle, comprising the following method step: Determining the chain alignment of a 
secondary drive by means of a laser module that is placed on the lateral surface of the 
chain wheel or belt pulley, and whose laser beam is directed at the edge region of the 
chain or the belt in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claim 12 is allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach or 
suggest a method for checking the chassis geometry of a chain-driven or belt-driven
